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Judicial Board Action Is Halted

Judicial Review Board 
Chairperson Jerry Don- 
elly took drastic action, 
recently, declaring his board 
would take no further action 
on amendments or other 
matters, due to lack of 
members on the judicial 
body of United Student 
Government. 

Donnelly’s action was 
prompted by a portion of the 
USG constitution that states 


“three (3) freshman justices 
will be appointed no later 
than one (1) month after the 
commencement of classes” 
(fall term). The action took 
shape in the form of a letter 
to USG President Walter 
Luke and Executive Vice- 
President Michael Cusick. 

The complaint lies in the 
fact that the constitutional 
provision for appointment of 
justices was not and is not 
being followed. In summary 
the main point of the letter 
states “If we are to function 


smoothly, and if we wish to 
be held accountable for our 
actions and decisions, we 
must have a well ordered 
and efficient government. 
The constitution allows us to 
maintain a degree of ef- 
ficiency and accountability, 
but only if all the rules are 
followed, all of the time.”’ 
The duty of appointing the 
necessary justices falls on 
“the president, a sub- 
committee or however 
senate decides to handle it,” 
according to Donnelly. ‘You 


Please be informed that no action will be taken by the 
Judicial Review Board on the proposed amendments to the 
United Student Government Constitution. First, 
Judicial Review Board does not have the correct number of 
justices. If you are familiar. with the constitution you ob- 
viously have noted that the three freshmen judges will be 
appointed no later than one month after the beginning of the 
Fall term. Regardless of the reasons why, they still need to 
be appointed. The Board that I chair is supposed to in- 
terpret the constitution and make sure that all groups 
function inside the framework of it. These rules were laid 


down for a reason.

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Speakers View NYC Crisis

Broome County Executive 
Edwin Crawford and BCC 
professor Bentzil Kasper 
spoke Friday at a con 
vocation regarding the New 
Y ork City fiscal crisis. (Also 
scheduled to talk was 
Assemblyman James Tallon 
who was called away to a 
conference with Governor 
Carey.) The convocation 
was part of a_ statewide 
student lobbying effort to 
urge President Ford to 
support aid for N.Y.C. 

Kasper began by outlining 
the recent ‘‘shifts of 


popula tion’’ and ‘“‘increased 


last Friday. 


Bentzil Kasper, of the BCC socia : sciences 
department, who spoke at the convocation 


demands for services’ 
which are draining the city’s 
revenues. The city becomes

A 
shocked audience heard him 
declare that ‘I’m not talking 
about New York City, I'm 
talking about Binghamton.”’ 
The problem in N.Y.C.”’ is 
not unique,’’ he asserted, 
“‘only the magnitude is.” 
Following is discussion of 
some of the causes why NYC 
faces default Kasper spoke 
of the consequences not only 
of default itself but of ‘‘the 
potential of default.”

validity of municipal bonds 
would be severly questioned. 
There could be international 
repercussions, Kasper 
warned, especially in 
countries such as Great 
Britain and Italy which 
already have very shaky 
economies. 

Kasper also offered some 
solutions to the problem, not 
all of which are at all 
“satisfactory.” Initially the 
federal government would 
have to ‘‘guarantee loans up 
to 6 billion dollars.’’ There 
would have to be ‘‘sub 


stantial layoffs and tax in 


Executive Edwin Crawford ex- 
presses his views of the NYC financial 
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creases,’’ and the welfare 
program would have to be 
revamped and be ‘“‘based on 
national and local unem- 
ployment rates.’’ Some of 
the costs of welfare would 
have to be absorbed by the 
federal government. Also, he 
explained, the State 
University System might 
have to absorb the 
“traditionally tuition free 
City University System. 

Wal he threat Ob jan ac, 
default is the ‘‘major 
problem of every resident 
and public official in New 
York State,’ Mr. Crawford 
warned. In a talk which 
ranged from national to city 
levels Crawford’s major 
emphasis was on county 
problems which parallel 
those of New York City and 
which are now being com- 
pounded by its potential of 
default. 

Rising welfare and social 
service costs are draining 
the county revenues, 
Crawford explained. In this 
year’s budget, he pointed 
out, there is a total of less 
than 100 million dollars, with 
social services drawing 32 
million dollars. The situation 
is creating a serious problem 
for the county. The increase 
in welfare costs last year 
alone was larger than the 
‘‘entire administrative 
costs’’ listed. 

Obviously taxes have to be

chairperson of the JRB. 

Donnelly cites another 
specific violation of the 
constitution with regard to 
an “illegal meeting’ held 
recently by the Amendments 
By-laws Committee. The 
committee is supposed to 
consist of two members from 
USG Senate and two from 
the JRB. Cusick and Dave 
Cenova were elected by 
Senate, and Donnelly and 
Justice Steve Hansen were 
appointed from  JRB. 
Despite this, only one of the 
four attended, along with 
three other people not on the 
committee, 

Donnelly also stated it was 
a “spur of the moment’ 
meeting that he wasn’t even 
aware of although he is the 
committee chairman. When 
he was made aware of it he 
turned the meeting over to 
Cusick and it continued. 

One of the amendments 
before the committee at this 


time regards the deletion of 
the committee itself. Don- 
nelly feels strongly that this 
is not right. This adds to the _ 
problem and it is yet another 
reason for Donnelly’s letter 
to the appropriate parties. 


“One member of the 
Senate, I won’t mention any 
names, is disgusted with the 
letter. He feels I do little 
work and am not interested 
in USG.”’ Donnelly proceeds 
to discredit these ac- 
cusations by listing his 
activities and stating “I 
have a genuine interest in 
USG.”’ 

As of this date the JRB 
“will not act on any 
amendment or hold any 
hearing until we have seven 
members.” This situation 
may hamper USG 
operations, but reliable 
sources say Luke is 
remedying the problem at 
this time.

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EDITORIALS 


Yet another problem has arisen 
within the constitutional 
framework of United Student 
; Government. The fault lies with no 
one and yet everyone, and for- 
tunately the problem is not yet 
serious, but it must be remedied 
soon. 

The Judicial Review Board has 
been operating for the entire fall 
semester now without the correct 
and proper number of justices. 
This number is specified in the 
USG Constitution adapted last 
year. Of the required seven, there 
are actually only five members. 

This unfortunate — situation 
prompted a letter from Jerry 
Donnelly, JRB Chairperson, to 
Walter Luke, USG President and 
Michael Cusick, Executive Vice- 
President. The letter clearly states 
that the JRB will act on no more 
constitutional amendments until 
the situation is resolved. 

The letter also specifies the 
importance of the constitution, its 
framework and _ rules’ and 
provisions stated therein. To keep 
an efficient government that is 
revelant and accountable to the 
BCC student body the guidelines 
and provisions of this document

must be strictly adhered to. 

The constitution was adapted by 
USG last year after months of hard 
work, heated debate and numerous 
changes. It is as_ perfect a 
document as one could expect, and 
it has proven itself even in the short 
period of its existence. But, of 
course, no matter how perfect, 
amendments are going to be 
necessary in certain situations. 

Proposed amendments must be 
handled seriously and be carefully 
considered. Without a functioning 
JRB, the amendment procedure 
and therefore, the whole govern- 
ment structure and student body 
are somewhat jeopardized. 

The need for a strong, efficient 
constitution is evident and the need 
for amendments to the document is 
evident. But, without a JRB set up 
within the constitution’s 
framework, the system defeats 
itself. 

We strongly urge appropriate 
parties to impliment necessary 
action before the minor problem 
becomes a major one, that will be 
regretted at a later date. A strong, 
solid USG structure is undeniably 
necessary and proper action will 
insure just that.

raised to offset these in 
creases. “If the legislature 
had told me there could be 
absolutely no increases in 
taxes,”’ he said, ‘‘this is what 
I could have done - closed the 
Community College, closed 
the three nursing homes, the 
airport, the buses, parks, 
Sheriff’s department, Youth 
Bureau. . . and still not have 
the same tax rate!’’ The 
welfare system has become 
the “largest single item’’ in 
the county budget, Crawford 
complained, officials are 
becoming nothing more than 
administrators ‘of this 
program. 

Already the NYC financial 
trauma has caused difficulty 
in ‘‘Broome’s borrowing 
capabilities,’’ Crawford 
warned. Two of the area’s 
largest banks have told: the 
county they will extend to 
them ‘‘no loans for the next 
two months.’’ The situation

becomes dangerous, he 
explained, when in the 
spring the county normally 
borrows against the income 
tax it receives from the 
state. If that is jeopardized 
so might be the county. 

Crawford claimed that the 
main effort must be made to 
urge Ford for immediate 
response. ‘‘The time for 
action’’ is now, he asserted. 
Studies must be made in the 
future as to reasons and 
persons responsible which 
lead to the critical situation, 
but “if we take extended 
time for studying the 
problem now,’ he warned, 
“the ship will go down and so 
will the studies.” 

Both Crawford and Kasper 
agree that the federal 
government must step in to 
“‘puarantee’’ New York City. 
This, they explained, does 
not involve the outlaying of 
any cash initially, but rather 
merely the guarantee on any

loan NYC makes that the 
federal government backs 
them up. This does not let 
NYC go free and clear, they 
further explain. Already the 
financial responsibilities 
have been removed from city 
officials’ hands. They are 
being controlled by the 
Fiscal Emergency Board 
headed by Governor Carey. 
This condition will be 
maintained until NYC 
regains financial stability in 
a three year program which 
is being stringently enforced 
by the FECB.

Congressional District. 


(WASHINGTON, D.C.) 
Congressmen Matthew F. 
McHugh and Robert J. 
Cornell (D-Wis.) have 


in 
troduced a bill to end 
congressional nominations 


to U.S. service academies 
and, instead, permit the 
academies to choose their 
own students on the basis of 
merit. 

The two first term 
representatives cited a 
number of criticisms of the 
existing system under which 
representatives and 
senators can fill5 vacancies 
apiece at each of the three 
academies. 

McHugh said there is a 
widespread belief that 
academy appointments are 
political. In a_ statement 
made on the House floor he 
said, ‘‘The bill we are in 
troducing would abolish the 
appearance of favoritism 
and require that all ap 
plications be received and 


judged by the academies on 
the basis of merit. It would 
free our offices of the burden 
of administration which 
should, as in all other 
situations, be handled by the 
schools.”’ 

“It would remove the aura 
of politics from the ad- 
mission process,” he said. 

“T believe we are all 
conscientious in carrying out 
cur responsibilities,’’ 
McHugh added, ‘‘but there 
should be a single uniform 
standard for all applicants. 
Moreoever, the service 
academies are _ better 
qualified than we to judge 
the applicants.”’ 

McHugh said the bill 
would preserve some of the 
characteristics of the 
present system. For 
example, it would retain the 
current geographic 
distribution of appointees 
based on congressional 
district boundaries. 


Theatre Company Performs Well

The combination of a 
warm, receptive audience 
and a multi-talented troupe 
of actors spelled sweet 
success for the BCC 
Production Company’s 
opening night production of 
Herb Gardner’s “A 
Thousand Clowns,” directed 
by AngeloZuccolo.

Absurdity seemed to fit 
David May like one of 
Murray’s many hats. As the 
play progressed, and he 
became more relaxed, May 
approached his scenes with 
the gusty bravado of a true 
‘comedian, yet managed 
marvelously to convey the 
frustration and_ sensitivity 
behind Murray’s_ jokester 
facade. 


As a direct compliment to 
Mr. May’s confidence was 
the warmth and innocent 
charm of young Jamie 
Warner. Described by 
Murray as a ‘‘grotesque 
cherub,’’ Nick absolutely 
glowed with an insight and 
depth surprising for his 
years, not only in his 
character but as an actor. 
Framing the talents of May 
and Warner was a flawless 


performance by a strong 
supporting cast. Carolyn 
Jones played Dr. Sandra 
Markowitz, a psychologist 
from the Child Welfare 
Board assigned to determine 
Murray’s fitness as Nick’s 
guardian.

Congress would also retain 
responsibility for the 
academies’ admission 
policies and procedures, he 
said. 

The current. method of 
nominating students for the 
academies dates from 1843 
when Congress ordered that 
the Corps of Cadets at West 
Point should consist of one 
man chosen by each 
Congressman from _ his 
district. A similar 
arrangement was adopted 
when the U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis was 
created two years later. 

The bill introduced by
